I t was late w hen th e street dem ­ 
onstration concluded, th e head of th e col­ 
u m n not reaching T om linson H all u n til 9 
o'clock. 
T he galleries were packed. 


AN OVATION TO TH E GENERAL. 
W hen G eneral H arrison appeared there 
occurred an o th er one o f those rem arkable 
an d prolonged outbursts th at have charac­ 
terized h is hom e cam paign. T he vast audi­ 
ence rose as one person "and set np an in ­ 
describable din an d uproar w ith th eir voices, 
dru m s and horns. 
A thousand red, w hite 
an d blue lanterns w ere frantically sw ung in 
the air. 
T h is w as a novel feature of "the 
outburst, and view ed from th e reporters’ 
stand w hile the tu m u lt was a t its bight, it 
w as the rarest aud m ost in spiring dem on­ 
stration of th e w hole season.

THE TRUE MEANING OF LOBS SACK- 
VILLE WEST’S LETTER. 


The letter of the B ritish Minister, Lord 
Sackville West, advising Englishm en who 
are American voters to cast their ballots for 
the Democratic ticket, was a piece of diplo­ 
m atic impertinence that lias been rebuked 
by the sentim ent of the whole country and 
w ill probably secure his recall—that is, if 
Grover Cleveland, as President of the United 
States, has a hundredth part of the back­ 
bone possessed by the average citizen of 
the Republic. W hatever may be his feel­ 
ing in the m atter, or his relations with the 
Minister, he will scarcely fail to advise the 
English Prem ier of the desire of the people 
of the United States that W est shall be 
recalled. 
Bat while the letter of the Minister was 
unpardonable m eddling with political af­ 
fairs that ought not concern him , and in 
w hich he can take no part without grossly 
Offending, it is perfectly clear that he in­ 
tended to conserve English interests by his 
action ; that whatever may be Mr. Cleve­ 
land’s ideas concerning bis “ modification 
of the tariff” scheme, he plays into the 
hands of E neland’s desire; that English 
journalists and statesmen interpret his doc­ 
trines aright, and read them as advocacy of 
the free trade which English political econ­ 
omists desire to become universal. 
But why should the English at this tim e 
be so solicitous to prom ote free trade ideas 
in A m erica? W e find that they are to a 
m an for Mr. Cleveland’s re-election, be­ 
cause thgv 1- ok upon him as a free trader, 
a little in the rough perhaps, but still for 
free trade as tar as any candidate dares to 
be in pioneering that idea. Senator Stan­ 
ford tells us that he found all England 
supporting Mr. Cleveland, and the ex­ 
pressions of the English press, very m any 
of which we reprint, confirm the Senator’s 
judgm ent. Hon. Thom as H . Dudley, for­ 
merly American Consul at Liverpool, who 
is aD intelligent observer, says that in a 
single year one English political organiza­ 
tio n — the Cobden Club— which is devoted 
w holly to the dissemination of the free 
trade idea, distributed in the United States, 
and especially in the W estern States, no 
less than seven hundred thousand of its 
tracts. The same c'.ub selects free trade 
theorists who are professors in American 
colleges as objects upon which to confer 
special favor and distinctive honors. The 
m anager of that club in his report says: 
In th e United States the exertions of your 
Committee have had th e effect to bring free ex 
change to the front as one o f the great questions 
o f the day. 
Your com m ittee continues to afford 
a.l m e assistance in th eir power to those who 
are laboring in the free trade cause in foreign 
countries. 
In Am eriea, in the progress of po­ 
litical events there is great prom ise. * * * 
The result of turning public attention in this 
direction is seen in th e fact th at revenue re­ 
form has berom e a leading question in the 
Presidential contest and Is on the w inning side. 


We ask again why this solicitude to im ­ 
press upon our people the idea that free 
trade is our true jiolicy ? The answer is 
not far to seek. 
By establishing the free- 
t a*ie doctrine in America as a part cf our 
Governmental system, England will accom­ 
plish two great objects, both of which she 
has ever had in view : 
The securing o f the United States as a free 
market for tier manufactures, by breaking 
doten the manufactures o f America. 
The disrupting and final disintegration o f the 
union n f States, and the eventual decay o f re­ 
publican institutions. 
The English are an aggressive com m er­ 
cial people, who plant their flag forever in 
sunlight, who claim 
commercial dom i­ 
nation upon all seas, and do not propose 
to yield the palm of “ruling the wave.” 
T hey have sagacity enough to know that 
th e Republican patty is the natural enemy 
of m onarchial schemes and commercial 
su’. erviency, because it is the party of in­ 
telligence. of Americanism, even to ex­ 
clusiveness, if need be; and because it is 
th e one party of unionism , the polical or­ 
ganization that stands by and will do bat- 
tlg for the indissolubility of the union of 
sovereign States and the integrity of the 
idea of self-government. 
The Democratic party lias by far its 
greatest strength in the South. In the 
South the tree-trade sentim ent is dom inant. 
It ied Sonth Carolina into the crim e of nul­ 
lification. 
It was an inciting causa that 
inspired the South to rebel and seek the 
destruction of the Union. 
For precisely 
toe same reason the South had the sym ­ 
pathy of the English people and the secret 
aid of the English G overnm ent in that un­ 
holy struggle. 
Southern independence, with an open 
declaration for free trade in the Constitu­ 
te.n of the Confederacy, meant to England 
tiie accom plishment of two great objects : 
First, the establishm ent of free trade prac­ 
tically between Europe Hod the American 
continent; second, the disruption of the 
American Republic and the removal, by 
that example, to a far more distant time the 
day of the trium ph of the Democratic prin­ 
ciple in Europe, and the consequent over­ 
throw of the monarchial idea. 
I! was to this end that English ship­ 
yards vomite»! forth blockade runners, pri­ 
vateers and arm ed ships of war to destroy 
the commerce of tbe republic; it was for 
this that Confederate bonds found sale in 
English 
m arkets and American rebels 
Bought shelter in English arm s. It was for 
free trade and the overthrow of tbe system 
of self-government (hat England not only 
secretly gave aid and comfort to our do 
iuestic fees, but by all insidious ways 
sought to induce the United St3tes Govern­ 
m ent to consent to a disgraceful peace that 
involved the acknowledgment of the inde­ 
pendence of 
the Confederate S’ates of 
A m erica and the failure of tbe idea of a 
Federal Union. 
It is perfectly natural that the English, 
■who still hold with the idea of the Cobden 
Club, as expressed by the London Times— 
ft the club) cannot rest uhile the United 
States are unsubdued—shonld avail of the 
D em ocratic party as the most direct and 
powerful agency through which to accom­ 
plish their ends. 
It was that party which 
not only affiliated with the South in its re­ 
bellion, but out of the bowels of which the 
rebellion sprang. “ There was no Con­ 
federate who was not a Democrat,” says 
Colonel Mosby, and so there was no Re­ 
publican who was not a U nionist. They 
w ere Democrats in South Carolina who de­ 
fied the U nited Slates Government, bv the 
effort to nullify her customs laws; they were 
Democrats who fired upon Fort Sum ter; 
they were Democrats who wrote into the 
C onstitution of the Confederacy tbe theorv 
«£ free trade; they were Democrats who took 
u p arm s in defense of that Constitution. 
O ne of these same tnen who served in the 


forefront of battle for that doctrine and its 
natural ally—cheap labor as represented 
by hum an slavery—drew the Mills bill, 
throughout which runs the idea of free 
trade as water courses down bill. T bat 
same gentleman, tbe chosen advocate of the 
Democracy, the champion of tbe measure 
that makes the is.-ue of the hour and that 
reflects the thought and purpose of Mr. 
Cleveland’s rem arkable December message, 
has frankly, though not with politiejudg- 
ment, declared for free trade. H e said it 
in his speech on tbe 17tb of April, 1884, 
upon the floor cl tbe House of Representa­ 
tives, th at the nation would never enter 
upon an era of prosperity until it was a 
nation of free men, free labor and free 
trade. 
H e uttered it at St. Louis iu the 
present m onth, when he said tbat if the 
Democracy succeeds in its schemes, event­ 
ually the intelligent labor of America will 
be placed upon an equality with that of all 
other countries. H e s»id it in New York 
city, when he declared that free trade is the 
true policy of the country. 
It was therefore natural that Minister 
West should speak as be did in his Fom oca 
letter, and give it to he understood that 
England favors a party which is friendly 
to her idea of political economy, and which 
means the decay of N orthern industries 
under the frée competition with the cheap 
labor of Europe. Behind his letter is the 
thought and desire of ail England, our 
rival and our business competitor. Behind 
it, also, is the scheme of the unhorsed 
Democracy to rem ount theSouth in power, 
that it m ay dom inate the country, and by 
subjection of our industries and by tbe arm 
of political authority, rule by peaceable 
means where by force it failed. 


NERVOUS PHENOMENA. 


The power of the im agination over the 
nervous system and the seat of intelligence, 
and consequently upon m uscular action, 
lias often been commented upon in these 
colum ns.

I system m an ecsiacy oí excitation induces 
m uscular contortion or leads the subject 
into exclamations of delight and joy or 
into manifestations of the deepest woe, and 
the excitem ent of one person is rapidly 
comm unicated to and 
sim ilarly affects 
m any others. 
- 
A rem arkable case is now reported from 
W iikesbaerr, Pa. 
In a silk m ill in that 
place a large num ber of young women are 
employed. Normally they are healthy and 
strong, in fact a body of youth cf exception­ 
al physical excellence. Recently one of 
tbe young women was taken w ith an 
epileptic fit. As she had never before been 
thus visited, and there was nothing in her 
physical condition to indicate predisposi­ 
tion in that direction, the surprise in the 
work-room was very great and the alarm 
concerning the girl’s welfare excessive. She 
was prostrated upon the floor, and varied 
her contortions with occasional piercing 
cries of agony. 
H er workmates were 
gathered about her, solicitous to render her 
aid, but naturaliy were m uch excited. 
Presently, and w ithout any warning indi­ 
cations of the affection, one of the girls ut­ 
tered a wild cry that ended in a painful 
shriek, and the yonng woman fell over in 
a 
fit, 
closely 
resembling 
that 
of 
the 
epileptic 
at 
her 
side. 
Nat­ 
urally this event greatly increased the 
alarm and in a few m om ents another 
girl went into hysteria of the extremest 
character, and then in rapid succession 
another and another was seized and con­ 
vulsed in the most violent form, until 
no lesa than sixteen had either fallen to the 
floor, or reeled about in a frenzy of hysteri­ 
cal madness. W hen the physicians reached 
the scene they experienced gTeat difficulty 
in restoring the young women secondarily 
affected, while the one who had the true 
epileptic fit yielded readily to the reslora- 
tives applied. Several »fays elapsed before 
any of the young women were sufficiently 
nerve settled to resume their places in the 
m ill. 
There can be no mistake concerning these 
cases; they were exam ples of contagious 
hysteria of the most valuable character to 
medical science, for probably no instances 
have been recorded that were of greater 
significance, as they were very sudden and 
very rapid in their succession. 
Unlike 
most former cases there was preceding them 
no long period of mental strain, no ex­ 
tended brooding or abnorm al disturbance 
of the intellectual powers, nocontem porary 
period of long continued and culm inating 
excitement and gradually increasing m en­ 
tal tension.

CLEVELAND’S ENGLISH BLANKETS 
FOR 0U U aEM V ARRIVE. 


P a tro n izin g th e E n g lish M ark et an d 
G iv in g A m erican F a cto rie s anti 
W o rk in g m en a B la c k E ye. 


It is now said tbat President Cleveland 
did not go to New York on Friday last 
sim ply to review the Democratic parade 
which took place in that city on Saturday, 
but that he also wished to be there when 
the steam er arrived from England to inspect 
the cargo of 2,000 English blankets which 
he recently purchased over there for our 
arm y. This shows that Mr. Cleveland does 
not lose his head during political cam­ 
paigns in which he is supposed to be in ­ 
terested, but keeps right on running tbe 
Government just as if there was no election 
in the fore ground. 
H is review, therefore, of the Democratic 
ranks at New York was a mere accident 
that occurred while lie was down there see­ 
ing that the English contractors did not 
p a iu o ff any third-rate blankets upon the 
American soldiery, in which he takes a 
lively interest. 
He also wanted to be sure 
that no duty was collected on them from 
Uncle Sam. because if there was, to use a 
cockney expression, tbe expected saving 
from giving American m anufacturers the 
go-by and purchasing in England, would 
be all “ knocked into a cocked bat, you 
know.” 
Mention bas before been m ade of this 
purchase, but the saving made to tbe 
U nited Slates Treasury, w hen the existing 
•‘su rp lu s” is actually necessary for politi­ 
cal pressure in a free-trade campaign, even 
if it does take bread from the m ouths of 
American workmen and give it to English 
operatives, deserves more than a passing 
notice. In the present instance Cleveland’s 
A dm inistration saved in the neighborhood 
of $600 by purchasing a cargo of blankets 
in England. 
It is true there would have been little or 
no saviug if the regular tariff', which is 
imposed to protect American workmen 
and American manufactories, had been 
paid by the Government, as it was the im ­ 
porting party, but it was not paid, and tbe 
A dm inistration thus made the saving— 
and the American factories and workmen 
got left. 
It is true that it the same m ethod of 
economy is practiced, by the A dm inistra­ 
tion im porting other supplies from Eng­ 
land, and not paying any duty, a sim ilar 
saving can probably be made upon ail ar­ 
ticles needed by tbe Government. 
And 
there is no reason why this practical ex­ 
am ple of “ five trade” in English blankets, 
made by Mr. Cleveland, should not be ap­ 
plied by him , if re-elected, to any and all 
supplies needed by the Government. 
This 
will have tbe double effecf of “ reduciug 
the surplus," and at the same time reducing 
the num ber of American factories and 
American workmen. 
It is true that Mr. Cleveland cill i the 
money saved upon English blankets, and 
upon convict made arm y wagons, together 
with other funds in the U nited Stafis 
Treasury, a “ dangerous surplus.” but tbe 
workmen and m anufacturers of the coun­ 
try are carefully observing that the Presi­ 
dent is taking m ighty good care that the 
“ dangerous surplus ” does not get reduced 
by complying with the law and purchas­ 
ing bonds with it, until after the “ danger ” 
cry is no longer needed nnder exigencies of 
a free trade campaign. 
In connection with the m ention of the 
new arm y blankets, 
the 
thought will 
naturally suggest itself tbat they have 
fortunately reached the American port just 
in tim e so that another saving can be made 
upon them . The fourteen honored new 
arm y wagons which Mr. Cleveland’s Ad­ 
m inistration has just purchased from a 
Tennessee factory, where tbe work was 
done by convict labor at 25 ceut3 a day, are 
about to be send to the frontier, and Mr. 
Cleveland can just have the bankets put 
into these wagons and save the cost of ship­ 
ping them by rail. 
The New York Press, speakling of tbe ar­ 
rival of the blankets, says: 
The English steamer A urania, owned by 
the English Cunard Steam ship Company, 
landed at this port Sunday last with ten 
bales of English blankets. 'T h e steam er’s 
munifest. now on lile in the Custom-house, 
shows that these blankets are intended for 
use in the United States arm y and marine 
hospitals. They are delivered here for ¡he 
account of Surgeon General J. B. Ham ilton, 
of the United States M arine Hospital at 
W ashington, and during the winter of 
1888-89 American sailors wiil be kept warm 
by blankets m ade by English labor which 
their Government has seen fit to employ at 
the expense of American m anufacturers 
and American laborers. The purchase of 
these goods is irectly under the authority 
of the W ar Departm ent, and Secretary Eu- 
dicott, b mi ary mem ber of tbe Chbden 
Club, will doubtless show the public how 
economical and saving he has been in the 
expenditure ot bis approjrriations. when 
b:s repot ts are made out. 
A gentleman who is thoroughly familiar 
with the inside workings of the depart­ 
m ent in respect to the purchases from Eng­ 
land—for he has been in the business him ­ 
self, and made money out of it—gave a re­ 
porter of the Press a full history of the Ad­ 
m inistrations' neat scheme to save money 
and patronize English pauper or convict 
labor at tbe same time, yesterday, and 
fully exposed the hostility ot the Adminia- 
tration to the protected industries of our 
own land, 
’* It is a perfect ring that m an­ 
ages this buhne-s,” said the gentleman re­ 
ferred to. ” These goods are nearly ull of 
them made by convict labor in England, 
and cost the contractor who furnishes them 
to our Government practically notbing. 
Exam ine tbe manifest and yo*u will find 
the consignor of the gooils to be stated as 
theCunardSteam sbipC om pany. The whole 
affair is worked with a comple understand­ 
ing on both sides of the water, and the 
Cunard company is not getting anv poorer 
because of its share in the traffic. The 
W ar Departm ent advertises for supplies. 
Bids are to be subm itted at so much duty 
ou and so m uch duty free. These goods 
being for the use of the Government can 
come in duty free. 
“ The contractor in W ashington who 
manages the W ashington end of the ring's 
affairs puts in a bid that no one can com­ 
pete with. The duty on blankets is 40 per 
cent., and this the Government saves by 
buying from England and bringing the 
goods in duty free. 
The contractor makes 
a bid lower even than the mere taking off 
of the duty would allow, because he em ­ 
ploys convict labor to m ake his blaukets, 
and Secretary Endicotl is thus enabled to 
tell the people he bas made an appropria­ 
tion go twice as far as did bis Republican 
predecessors, who employed hom e industry. 
This thing has been going on in the W ar 
D epartm ent for over two years.”

The grand industrial display which will 
take place in this city W ednesday next, 
day and evening, will eclipse any former 
political dem onstration that has been a t­ 
tem pted on this coast.

Che election in New York will be very 
close, w ith the chances in favor of H arri­ 
son, whose probable plurality will be seven 
thousand.” 
The Connecticut Republican savs: New 
Jetaeyw ill go Democratic and Indiana is 
uncertain. 
llie New York Times, World and Slaals 
Zeilung claim the State will go Democratic 
with a plurality of betw-en I0,U00 and 
2i),000, but differ woefully on the State 
ticket. 
The Brooklyn Eagle modestly claims that 
New York, Connecticut, New Jersey, Indi- 
una, Michigan ar.d California are" going 
Democratic, and believes also there is a 
chance of capturing Wisconsin and New 
H am pshire. 
NEW YORK CLAIMED FOR HARRISON. 
Twelve Republican papers in Albany, 
Buffalo and Rochester claim the State for 
Harrison by 10.000 to 15,000 with Miller (R ) 
for Governor a little behind. 
Tbe Evening Post, oí New York says: 
The State is too uncertain to offer anv pre­ 
diction. 
Colonel Sheppard's JfaiY and Express says: 
Harrison will carry every N orthern State, 
and, possibly, one or two of the South. 
Mills will be defeated at home, and the Re­ 
publicans may carry New York city'. 
THE RESULT IN CONNECTICUT. 
In Connecticut the Republicans are san­ 
guine. The Democrats tight shy of the tar­ 
iff issue, and put their iirst trustin the Pro­ 
hibition vote. 
The New London Telegraph, New Haven 
llegisler, Hartford Times, and W aterbury 
American, all A dm inistration papers, claim 
ttie State for Cleveland by a defection in 
the Republican ranks to the Prohibition­ 
ists, but concede the State ticket to the Re­ 
publicans. 
The H artford Courant, a leading Re­ 
publican paper, claims 5,000 plurality for 
Harrison on the strength of the Irish and 
protectionist votes. 
In Michigan Democratic journals, headed 
by tbe Detroit Free Ib-ess, do not claim auy- 
thing except a reduced Republican vole, 
but b -pe a great deal. Six Republican 
journals estim ate H arrison's m ajority in 
the State as 10,000. 
IN INDIANA. 
In indiana both sides are confident. The 
Indianapolis Journal and Sentinel figure out 
the same m ajority for each side. Ali ac­ 
knowledge tbat H arrison's residence in the 
Stale gives him a great advantage. 
In New Jersey the Republicans are doubt­ 
ful and the Democrats confident. 
The 
tariff is lost sight of in the fight over local 
issues and hope in the Prohibition vote, 
flte Trenton Gazette frankly acknowledges 
that the local issues have jeopardized Re­ 
publican chances, and the State is very ttn- 
(-•rtain. The 
Newark 
Hews, 
Paterson 
Guardian and five other Democrat c papers 
say it is impossible to predict the Demo­ 
cratic plurality, but they feel that the State 
is certain for Cleveland by a si; til m a­ 
jority. The Newark Advertiser cl tots the 
United Stales 
Senatorship for the Re­ 
publicans and says H arrison's chances are 
good for a small majority. 
CALIFORNIA. 
In California a San Francisco Dei ocratic 
paper says the State will give a pin ality of 
5.000 for Cleveland, but the Republican 
papers say the State is good tor .i 10.000 
majority for Harrison.

MB. 
CLEVELAND’S 
POLICY 
INTER­ 
PRETED IN ENGLAND. 


The Democratic orators continue to iter­ 
ate that the Cleveland policy does not mean 
the opening ol the United States as a tree 
market for Europe. The protest is renewed 
that it is “unfair’’ lo prefer the charge in 
the face of Mr. Cleveland’s explicit dis­ 
claimers that he favors free trade. As Mr. 
Reed well puts it, this disclaimer is in 
itself an admission that a free-trade policy 
is not desirable. But tt happens that far­ 
away criticism, which looks upon the 
American contest free from the atmosphere 
of partisan contention, interprets the basic 
argument and logical outcome of 
Mr. 
Cleveland’s policy precisely as does Gen­ 
eral Harrison. Let us premise that the 
qaotations we give in proof are not open to 
any doubt as to their authenticity. The 
London Star says: 
The re-election of Mr. Cleveland mcaDP the 
adoption of his programme of tariff revision, 
aud his ideas on thut subject go a long way to 
ward free trade. 
The Sheffield Independent is even more 
explicit—and, by the way, it is noted as a 
journal of very careful and cairn expression 
—says; 
The re-election of President Cleveland means 
free trade in America, and iree trade there 
means several years of prosperity in Sheffield. 
The London Saturday Review, a scholarly 
and far seeing influence, and one that has 
been consistently the enemy of this coun­ 
try, says: 
Mr. Cleveland declines cautiously to dub him­ 
self a free-trader ; but he takes up a free trade 
position without disguise. 
The London Iron and Coal Trade Review 
warns its readers not to be too sanguine of 
the proposed change in the American rev 
enue policy, because *’ the Mills bill is not 
yet a law 
but adds : 
It is evident from the events of the past few 
weeks that the progress towards free trade in 
the United States has been much greater than 
was generally expected. * 
• However much 
manufacturing interests may deny it, the fact is 
patent that great progress husbeen made on the 
road toward absolute free trade, and particu­ 
larly has this been the case since the date of the 
delivery of the President’s message. 
These are representative of the expres­ 
sion of ninety-nine out of every hundred 
of the trade, commercial, political and 
news journals of Great Britain. Tne con­ 
sensus of English opinion, then, interprets 
Mr. Cleveland’s policy very differently from 
Mr. Cleveland’s own expression upon the 
subject—but the English journals are no 
restrained from frank and undisguised ut­ 
terance of opinion, by political ambition 
such as underlies Mr. Cleveland's hopes. 


THE COST OF LIVING. 


In the interview by the Associated 1’ress 
reporter with Senator Stanford on his ar­ 
rival in New York, the Senator said that in 
England the cost of living is greater to the 
working man than in the United States, 
while his wages are lower and bi8 comforts 
greatly less. 
Taking np Reynold's news­ 
paper (London) for September 2d, we find 
second quality or middling beef quoted, 
per eight pounds, by the carcass, at 3s Sd, 
which is 88 cents, II cents per pound. 
T ht sume class of meat in Sacramento is 
quoted, by the carcass, at 5 to 
cents per 
pound, or less than half the English carcass 
rate. Mutton in London is qnoted: mid­ 
dling, 4s 4d per eight ponndB, by the car­ 
cass, which is $1 04, or 13 cents per pound. 
In Sacramento like meat of the best rates at 7 
cents. An intelligent Englishman, who was 
raised within the circle of the wage-earning 
class in England, on being asked how the 
English workingman could pay prices for 
meats based on the carcass qaotations re- 
*erred to, replied: “ We don't eat meat 
there to be sure, there are occasions, but 
we do not have meat upon the table there 
as your workman does here.” Which was 
a satisfactory and expected reply, and gives 
emphasis to tbe remark attributed to Sena­ 
tor Stanford. 
On the same authority we find potatoes 
quoted in London, per ton of 2,000. at from 
$16 80 to $20 40; corresponding qualities 
are quoted in Sacramento at from $12 to 
$18 per ton of 2,000 pounds. These quota­ 
tions might be extended along tbe line of 
staples, to prove 
that 
in 
cheap-labor 
England, food to which tbe American is 
accustomed is not only not cheaper but of 
greater cost than in the United States, and 
that the English workingman cannot and 
does not enjoy the comforts of table or of 
surroundings which are common to the 
American wage-earner.

How the Southern Tortoise Burrows. 
Here and there, but rarely perhaps in 
one amid a hundred of these mounds, we 
find the place where the reptile entered 
the ground. This opening is at once seen 
to be quite separate in character from the 
mounds which first attract the eye. In con­ 


sists of a clearly defined tunnel, the sides 
commonly somewhat smooth and com­ 
pacted by the energy with which the body 
of the creature has been driven through it. 
The passage inclines steeply downward, 
descending at the outset at an angle 
of from 20° to 30°, then turning at the 
depth of 
two or 
three 
feet 
to a 
more horizontal position. On the surface, 
a little beyond this entrance, is a heap of 
debris, which consist of the sand taken 
from the passage. 
A few feet in from the 
opening, the passage appears to be closed 
by 
loose 
material 
which 
was 
not 
ejected from the mouth of the tunnel. Al­ 
though I have been unable to catch these 
tortoises at work, I have succeeded by 
tolerably safe inferences in tracing their 
method of operation. 
When they begin 
the burrow, they endeavor at once to pene­ 
trate downward to the level in which they 
obta’n their food. At the outset they man­ 
age, by frequently backing out of the pas­ 
sage and thrusting the earth behind them 
in their retreat, to clear a considerable 
opening. When they have advanced a few 
feeet in the excavation, they cease to dis­ 
charge the material excavated in their ad­ 
vance, but thrust it behind them, and 
leave it lying in the chamber, which it 
entirely closes. 
W ith this storage-room 
provided, the gophers are able to ad­ 
vance through the earth for the dis­ 
tance 
of 
several 
yards; 
but 
as 
the earth compacted by its own weight, 
by the pressure exercised through the 
expansion of roots, and the action of the 
rain, occupies less space than the same 
material loosened in the progress of the 
burrow, they soon become hampered in 
their movements. They then turn toward 
the surface and continue their excavation 
upward until they have attained very 
nearly the open air. 
They then use the 
great strength, which they clearly possess, 
to thrust a quantity of the burrowed ma­ 
terial upward until it rises above the sur­ 
face in the form of a cone, and by the 
space in the burrow thereby gained they 
are able to go a few feet 
further 
in their tortuous line of advance, when 
they must again seek to discharge a por­ 
tion of the eartli in the manner just de­ 
scribed.— Popular Science Monthly.

The environment read from geology in­ 
dicates that the Trenton man was a hunter 
or fisherman who used and lost the primi­ 
tive tools of his mysterious craft within 
the waters rather than upon the land, and 
thus appears to materially narrow the 
range of hypothesis as to his activities: 
but the extravagance in labor indicated by 
the vast numbers of unworn implements 
suggests that the rapid modification in en­ 
vironment and occupation accompanying 
the ice-invasion outran the resulting modi­ 
fication in appliances, and that the imple­ 
ments were really invented on land and 
were but ill-adapted to the new conditions;

m o t p a rt into conventionalities and m um ­ 
m eries, from 
w hich 
th e serious-m inded 
m en tu rn ed in disgust, and th e ignorant 
im bibed superstition. 
H e say 
th a t th e 
m onarchical system of governm ent was 
likew ise nearly w orn out. 
H isto ry re ­ 
vealed to him tiie progrcs> of th e hum an 
race from th e low est level, w iiere absolut­ 
ism and selfishness prevail, to th e hig h er 
plan e of representative governm ent and 
n atio n al unselfishness. 
A s he believed 
th a t th e F ren ch R evolution m arked th e 
en d o f baser, feudal conditions, so lie de­

U n k n o w n S e n sa tio n s. 
In an article on "Problematical Organs 
of Sense,” by Sir John Lubbock, in the 
Popular Science Monthly for November he 
says: Pound is the sensation produced on 
us when the vibrations of the air strike on 
the drum of our ear. 
When they are few, 
the sound is deep; as they increase in 
number, it becomes shriller and shriller, 
but when they reach forty thousand in a 
second they cease to be audible. 
Light is 
the effect produced on us wheu waves of 
light strike on the eye. 
When four hun­ 
dred millions of millions of vibrations 
of ether strike the retina in a second, they 
produce red, and as the number increases 
the color passes into orange, then yellow, 
green, blue and violet. 
But between 
forty thousand vibrations in a second and 
four hundred millions of millions we have 
no organ of sense capable of receiving the 
impression. 
Yet between these limits any 
number of sensations may exist. We have 
five senses, and sometimes fancy that no 
others are possible. 
But it is obvious that 
we cannot measure the infinite by our own 
narrow limitations. 
Moreover, looking at the question from 
the ether side, we fiud in animals complex 
organs of sense,richly supplies! with nerves, 
but the function of which we are as yet 
powerless to explain. There may be fifty 
other senses as different from ours as sound 
is from sight; and even within the bound­ 
aries of our own senses there may be end­ 
less sounds which we cannot hear, and col­ 
ors as different as red from green, of which 
we have no conception. 
These and a 
thousand other questions remain for solu­ 
tion. The familiar world which surrounds 
'us may be a totally different place to other 
animals. To them it may be full of music 
which we cannot hear, of color which we 
cannot see, of sensations which we cannot 
conceive.

In Hindostán, where three varieties of 
sacred monkeys enjoy the freedom of every 
towD, those four-handed pensioners often 
assist the police in enforcing the riot laws 
by charging en masse for the scene of 
every dog fight and schoolboy scuffle.

On the platform of a public 
warehouse the British residents of Agra a 
few years ago witnessed a scene which put 
that character trait in even a stronger 
light.
